“Training was similiar to that 
given FBI men and was rigid,” he 
said. “We attended classes eight 
hours a day, then worked some six 
hours typing our notes.” 

The rigorous course, along with 
the Washington heat, trimmed some 
20 pounds off the husky Potter. 

He averred he liked Washington,

The action came in the form of a 


,|motion approving a report by the 


council-committee named = several 

weeks ago to study a petition by the 

Menlo Park fair rent committee, 

composed of members of the Menlo 

Park-Atherton Board of Realtors. 
STUDY MADE 

The council-committee had re- 
commended against calling a hear- 
ing on the basis of facts in the or- 
iginal petition, but tabled that re- 
port in order to study supplemental 
information filed by the rent group. 

Tuesday night’s council-commit- 
tee report noted that its “only prob- 
lem in the interim period between 
the first report and this one was 
whether the supplemental petition 
presented such a case for decontrol 
as to warrant a recommendation for 
a public hearing.” 

UNANIMOUS VOTE 

“After exhaustive analysis and 
lengthy discussion, this committee 
unanimously has concluded to re- 
commend that a hearing on this 
question be held,” the report stated. 

“Admittedly,” it added, “the pet- 
ition of itself leaves some facts to 
be desired, yet the facts which are 
contained therein do, we _ believe, 
present arguments of sufficient 
strength to, at least in our judg- 
ment, warrant such a recommenda- 
tion.” 

ASK INFORMATION 

The. report emphasized that 
whether there no longer is such a 
rental shortage as to require con- 
tinued control can be decided ‘only 
after a public hearing, at which it 
is to be hoped both the petitioners 
and the opposition, if any, will pre- 
sent all additional information for 
study.” 

The report stated that “it should 
be understood that the decision (to 
call a public hearing) is based, on 
the petition alone and that the com- 
mittee, having had the benefit of 
only one side of this issue, has 
reached no over-all conclusion on 
the ultimate question of whether 


rent controls should be continued.” 
The report noted that the Nov. 29 
hearing date will give “ample time

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RENT DECONTROL HEARING 


The question of whether Menlo Park is to retain or elimin- 
ate rent control will go to public hearing before the city council 
at 8 p.m. Nov. 29, that body decreed Tuesday night. Council 
thereby made the first of two decisions necessary to final de- 


termination of the issue . . . whether sufficient cause for a 
hearing had been shown. The second decision . . . whether 
controls should be removed . . . must be made after hearing. 


By its action Tuesday night, the council reversed a previous 
stand that sufficient reason for calling a hearing had not been 
shown. However, that viewpoint, reported by the council as 
a committee, had been tabled pending a study of supplement- 
al information submitted by the petitioning Menlo Park fair 
rent committee. 

A council-committee report based on the fair rent group’s 
original petition for a public hearing held that the petitioners 
did not ‘‘set forth facts which constitute a prima facie case 
for decontrol.”’ 

In its second report, adopted Tuesday night, the council- 
committee emphasized that its only concern during the interim 
was the supplemental petition submitted by the fair rent com- 
mittee. While use of the term ‘prima facie case’’ was avoided, 
the council-committee stated that the fair rent committee had 
presented ‘’such a case for decontrol’’ as to warrant recom- 
mendation for a public hearing. 

“Admittedly, the petition of itself leaves some facts to be 
desired, yet the facts which are contained therein do, we be- 
lieve, present arguments of such sufficient strength to, at least 
in our judgment, warrant such a recommendation,’ council 
held Tuesday night. 

Thus the way has been cleared for a hearing that will bring 
out the entire picture, give both sides opportunity to be heard 
and provide council with the information it requires for final 
decision. The Nov. 29 date permits ample time for all parties 
concerned to prepare complete cases. It is to be hoped there 
is a full presentation. 


NEW RECREATION BUILDING 


Tomorrow will be an eventful day for residents of East 
Palo Alto and particularly the members of the Ravenswood 
Recreation association. It will be dedication day at the new 
public recreation building at 550 Bell street and the date of 
the association’s community fair in celebration of completion 
of the structure.

Paving Petition 
Being Circulated 


Petition calling for the paving and 
widening of University avenue be- 
tween Woodland avenue and Bay 
road in East Palo Alto is being circu- 
lated by the East Palo Alto Business- 
mens association. 

The petition must be signed by at 
least 61 per cent of property owners 
in the area affected before it can be 
submitted to the San Mateo county 
board of supervisors. 

C. H. Steere, chairman of the 
improvement committze of the 
Businessmens’ association, said 
that cost of the improvements 
could be met either by cash or 
payments over a period of years. 
He stated one of the majer reas- 
ons for asking the improvements is 
need for safer conditions for school 
children and _ other pedestrians. 
There are no sidewalks along Uni- 
versity avenue at the present time, 
Steere continued, and the Ravens- 
wood recreation field adjacent to 
the avenue is not fenced off. 

The proposed improvements were 
discussed last month at a meeting 
attended by county officials includ- 
ing Col. H. W. Edmonds of the 
county board of supervisors, County 
Engineer Capt. M. A. Grant and 
Frank Skillman, secretary of the 
county planning commission. The 
proposed improvements are to in- 
clude paving and widening of Uni- 
versity avenue to 100 feet between 
Woodland avenue and Donohoe 
street and widening of the rest of 
the avenue to 160 feet. 

If the petition is signed by an ad- 
equate number of property owners 
and approved by the county super- 
visors, two blocks of Capitol, Bell 
and Runnymede streets would also 
be improved..
